For: the last several weeks an 
impression has been broadcast to 
the effect • that union members or 
leaders cannot participate in po- 
litical campaigns or support the 
candidates of their-choice. This 
Improiilon hai been disseminated 
primarily by thoso who are hos- 
tile to the.whole law and wish to 
prevent its effective operation. 
Mr; Murray :is absolutely right 
when he says there is nothing in 
the' law to prevent unions from 
raising funds .and using' them in 
the 'elections.
